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(54) A device for providing stability to a utensil 

(57) A device for providing stability to a utensil (1) 
comprises an elongate spigot (5) arranged to be insert- 
ed into an apertured support or the ground, and a re- 
taining member (4) arranged to be secured to, or formed 
on, the base (2) of the utensil (1). The spigot (5) is re- 
leasably retainable by the retaining member (4) in either 
a first position in which the longitudinal axis (14) of the 
spigot (5) is generally perpendicular to the base (2) of 
the utensil (1 ) so as to enable the spigot (5) to be insert- 
ed into the apertured support or in the ground, or a sec- 
ond position in which the longitudinal axis (14) of the 
spigot (5) is substantially parallel to the base (2) so as 
to store the spigot (5) when not in use. 
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
